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A Few Notes on 
CULTURE 


Perhaps it is not necessary to mention that 
Daylilies are extremely easy to grow. You 
may already know it. They are one of the 
most rugged of plants and may be planted 
in Spring or Fall with equal success. Some 
sections prefer one season, others another. 
Do plant them early enough in Fall so they 
have a chance to root and become anchored 
for Winter. And give them a bit of protec- 
tion for Winter the first Fall. 

The actual planting of the division is rela- 
tively simple. Plant the crowns one inch 
below the surface. You can tell where the 
“bleach” shows, where the root joins the 
foliage. Give them a spot where the drain- 
age is good. They will even grow in wet 
soil so long as it is drained. Any good gar- 
den soil is good. Daylilies will grow in sandy 
soil or clay but they “relish a nice loam for 
their happiest location. : 

A cup of boneméal Gombined with a shovel 
of rotted manure or “compost mixed in the 
soil before planting is good fertilizer. Top 
dress your beds “@uch Spring, early, just 
as growth begins, with a 50-50 combination 
of steamed bonemeal and superphosphate. 
Also late each Fall a top dressing of rotted 
compost will help keep up the humus con- 
tent of your soil. 


Daylilies like lots of moisture when they 
are blooming and will bloom better and 
make nicer clumps if given water when it is 
dry. However, they have remarkable ‘Camel 
like’’ qualities to live through dry, hot pe- 
riods when most other perennials dry up. 
They are extremely drought resistant and 
will grow well without watering but will re- 
pay you for any care with extra dividends 
in bloom and luxuriant growth.

The Daylily, as the name implies, is a good flower where the individ- 
val bloom lasts a day. Some varieties have a marked tendency to 
remain fully expanded and in full flower later in the day, lasting into 
the night. These kinds are appreciated by the gardener who must 
enjoy the garden in the evening, or the lady who wishes a floral 
arrangement where the flowers will remain open during the evening. 
We list below 32 kinds that retain their bloom longer than other 
varieties. This is only a partial list and we would appreciate informa- 
tion as to other varieties that have stayed open into the evening for 
you. 
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De Not Judge a Gloom-- 


or the number of blooms, and other general plant habits 
on a one-year plant. Your Daylily plant is a permanent 
plant. Leave it in the same location for years and when 
you plant do not put your plants so close together that 
they have to be thinned in a year or so. Plant at least 
2 to 3 feet apart for eventual future effect. The first or 
second year fill in between the Daylilies with annuals and 


other perennials until your Daylilies get established. 


Remember, the Daylily is a summer flowering plant. It 
loves the sun and warm weather. Perfection of bloom is 
always dependent on warm weather, at least 75 degrees, 
and, of course, enough moisture for the plant to bring 


up food to foliage and blooms.

Following the variety name and the name of 
the Originator in this catalog, we list the season 
of bloom. Early blooming kinds are designated 
by the letter “E.’” Early Midseason varieties 
bloom in the Chicago latitude about the 20th 
of June until the 10th of July and they are desig- 
nated by the letters “EM.” Midseason varieties 
are designated by ““M” and Midseason Late are 
designated by “ML.” Midseason Late varieties 
bloom in Chicago latitude into the latter part of 
July and first week of August. Late blooming 
varieties indicate August bloom dates and are 
designated “L,’” with very late kinds,-. “VL,” 
carrying bloom into September. Bloom in-South- 
ern locations is earlier. In the Nashville latitude 
the season, roughly, is about a month earlier 
than that in the Chicago area and further South 
ROYAL RUBY blooming dates are correspondingly earlier. 
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
